By 10 0 clock the rush at the City Hal' got to 
be so great that the democratic chairman had 
orders posted on all the CoNsTITOUTION bulleuns 
instruc ing democrats to go to West End or 
Casey’s and vote. 

Che street cars leadingto these points Were 
quickly chartere*, and were loaded in a jiffy 
wiih democrats riding free to the suburban 
polls. In an hour or two the vote at these pre- 
cipcts had run up to five or six hurdred.

The order doub: sless had its 
origin in the reminiseénce ofthe fa 
mous Duchesse de Maine,grand-daugh- 
ter of the great Conde, a lady who wa 
renowned for her wit inthe time of 
Louis XIV. She long held a literary 
court of her own at Sceaux, and ex- 
ercised with her courtiers all her in- 
genuity in inventing from time to time 
some new. diversion. It occurred to 
her one day that she would institute av 
order of chivalry for both sexes and cal] 
it the “Honey-Fiy”. (Mouche-a Miel.) 
The idea was taken irom ‘Tasso’s 
line—“She is tiny, but she can inflict 
severe wounds,” which had been ap- 
pliel to heron account of her diminu- 
tive mark of powers of repartee. The 
distinctive mark of the order was a 
gold medal, with the effigy of the 
tour dress, and upon the reverse th 
line quoted above.

Ii i am false to 
my _— may the honey become 
gall in my mouth, the wax tallow, 
the flowers nettles, and may wasps 
and hornets sting me” “The 
costume of the order was a coat of cloth 
of Zoid, spangled with silver bees for 
the chevaliers; and the ladies wore a

silver bees; and a diamond of flies and 
emeralds. The institation of the order 
was @ great success, and the fetes in 
celebra of it lasted many days at 
the Chatteau de Sceaux, but the order 
did not outlive its foundress.
